I was led to this train of 
thought by an illustration which ap- 
peared oo Sunday morning last, in one 
of the journals of tbe highest and 
most respectable character, where two 
little brutes weighing less than 100 
sounds, coat-ended for a prize of $30,- 
000 and the so-called championship of 
tbe featherweights. I wonder how 
many kinds of weights there are in 
t he prize ring. First comes the heavy 
weight, a brute tbat kicks the beam 
at- over 150 pounds, then comes the 
welter weight, between 150 and 130 
pounds, then comes the middle weight 
which shifts about to as many changes 
as tbe puidlist desires to KO, then to 
the light weight, below 125 pounds, 
then comes the featherweight, any- 
where below 100. It is a pitiful sight 
to see two handsome bo?s enter the 
prize rinir surrounded by ruffians of 
every class, and v, hen one delivers the 
final blow which brings his opponent 
pear to the gates of death, after count- 
ing tea seconds without staggering to 
his feet to renew the contest, the vic- 
tory is announced, then occurs tbat 
wild saturnalia tbe like of which can 
only be seen in a similar crowd, the 
victor's friends catch him up in their 
arms and dance about the room wildly 
proclaiming him the grandest illus- 
tration of tbat high and noble art 
which is honored and supported by 
tbe Marquis of Queensbury r-jles. 


One of the most pitiful suicides re- 
corded during tbe year occnred this 
week when a young German man came 
to tbe United States to gain a fortune 
and secure a name. He was highly 
educated, having graduated at Heid- 
elberg about a year ago, with the 
highest honors. He came to America 
full of ambition and accomplishment. 
He spoke Greek and Latin, Italian, 
Spanish and German, but unfortun- 
ately for him he had never studied 
English. Arriving in Ufew York he 
soon discovered tbat bis high educa- 
tional accomplishments were cf little 
avail to him for business of all classes 
here in America was transacted in 
tbe English language. 
Day after day he tramped the 
streets, bat no one would give him 
employment owing to his lack of tbe 
English language. He was something 
of a musician and at last he found 
employment in a dance bouse in the 
ii-wer part of Greenwich street,where 
night after night be played !or the 
dances of drunken sailors and deprav- 
ed women. The degradation was too 
much for him at last, so he left the 
cellar and after a few days be found 
employment with a butcher at the 
munificent salary of SS a month.There 
for two or three weeks he carried out 
meat to tbe customers in the early 
morning till finally flesh and blood: 
could bear it no longer. He borrowed 
1 pistol from a man in the neighbor- 
hood and blew his brains out. 
It seems wonderful th»t in a large 
city like this whsre million* are in- 
vested in charitable institutes that 
such a cue i* possible, and jet I re- 
corded a case worse than tbat last

corporate organizations on a Lari:e 
Kctile simply because they are power- 
ful ta the indU£Uisl system of the 
country regardless of whether their 
power is a benefit or an isijury. Tak- 
ing this indlscrimlnatiiig attitude ami 
assuming that doing any kind of busi- 
ness on a vast scale i-s an "evil." they 
declare that the "trusts" are created 
by the tariff. This is a new discovery, 
for we have had the protective tariS 
for forty years, while the so called 
"trusts" are a. recent development. 
The Democrats were ao less bitterly 
opposed t» the poHcy of protection be- 
fore they made this pretended discov- 
ery than they are now. What they al- 
ways objected to was tbe development 
of onr own industries by shielding 
them from foreign competition. That 
•a what they object to stttt. 


Protection baa not created "trusts." 


but :t has created that vast growth 
of domestic industries and that great 
accumulation of capital which aSTords 
at onee the opportunity and the neces- 
sity for organization on a large scale. 
The organization itself Is the product 
of competition In onr own Indusrrlnl 
field, a competition that bas led to the 
adoption of every device for lessening 
cost and increasing- efficiency. The lat- 
est devic-* Is Thte consolidation of cap- 
ital, systematizing processes and econ- 
omizing of mRnflgAmgnf through fin 
enlarged form of incorporation. The 
effect hss not been to suppress com- 
petition, bnt to Increase .its energy. 
The greatest organization has the ad- 
vantage only so far as It ren produce 
at less cost per unit than the smaller 
ones and holds Its place in the market 
by lower prices when necessary. 


This Is the result of the protective 


tariff only as It has been produced by 
the great industrial development which 
the protective tariff made possible. The 
"trust" Is only protected as ali are pro- 
tected -who are engaged In the same In- 
dustry. It Is the industry that is pro- 
tected, and the smaller concerns, the 
-"independent producers," have the 
same benefit as the larger ones, and 
they need it more. Remove the duties 
from the "trust made articles" and you 
remove them from those made by the 
competitors of the "trust." both large 
and small; and If you do not rnin the 
industry yon will ruin the competition. 
Yon will let In a foreign competition 
that will either be destructive of the 
home Industry and all that depends 
npon It or will crush smaller and 
•weaker concerns and produce larger 
and more solid combinations. 


This cry that "trusts" are created by 


the tariff is sheer hnrabug. They are 
created by Industrial development and 
the exigencies of competition the worid 
over. They are not in themselves an 
evil, but a. good. If removing the tariS 
upon the articles they produce would 
weaken or destroy them, it would be a 
calamity, for It cocld only come froia 
•weakening or destroying the industries 
in •which they rre engaged- Whatever 
evils or abases they may entail are 
such as belong to incorporation or or- 
ganization on a iarge scale and have 
no relation to the tariS. This cry aboct 
"trusts'* and the tariff is sheer hum- 
beg, and the Democrats are simply 
making their old •warfare npon the pro- 
tective system la a new disguise.—

Columbus, Aug. IS. — Governor Nasb 
g made public tbe features of the 


draft upon which the municipal code 
10 built. The measure is still subject 
to revision, but the following are the 
salient points of the bill. which will 
be submitted to the general assembly 
when it meets In. extraordinary ses- 
sion this month: 


The first draft of the bill provides 


for the appointment by the governor 
of a board of police commissioners 
tor each city and for the appointment 
by the mayor of A board of fire com- 
missioners. In accordance with the 
recommendations of Use Bar associa- 
tion committee, these provisions have 
been changed, to provide for the ap- 
pointment by the mayor of a conparti- 
san board of four members, to have 
charge of both departments, but the 
framing: of the revised section has 
not yet been completed. 


The line of division between cities 


and villages Is fixed at a population 
of 10.000. 


The cltr council shall consist of at 


least nine members, three to be elect- 
ed at !arge> with one additional coun- 
cilman for e?cb additional 15,000 In- 
habitants over 10.000. When the total 
number of counrflmen Is 15 or more, 
one in every five Is to be elected at 
large. 


Cities are to be redistricted by 


present councils not later than Jan. 1. 


The council shall fix salaries of 


municipal officers. 


The mayor, tte president of coun- 


cil, the auditor and the treasurer are 
to be elected for three-year terms. 


The solicitor Is to be appointed by 


the mayor for ft three-year ferm. 


Tfee board 
of pnbllc service, of 


three members, Is to be appointed by 
the mayor. 


The fire and police departments are 


under a strict merit system. 


Council shall grant all franchises, 


and no grant shall be In force more 
than 25 years. The grant must be 
made to the company offering the 
best terms to the municipality, and 5 
per cent of the gross receipts each 
year must be paid to the city. 


AH officers of a village advanced to 


a city or of a city reduced to a vil- 
lage. shall continue to office until suc- 
ceeded by the proper officers of the 
new corporation at the next regular 
election and tBe ordinances thereof 
not Inconsistent -with the laws relat- 
ing: to tfie new corporation shall con- 
tinue in force, nnless changed or re- 
pealed by the succeeding council. 


All municipal corporations shall 


have the powers conferred by general 
law In section 1692. and the subdivis- 
ions thereunder, of the Revised Stat- 
utes. In addition to seen powers, all 
municipal corporations shall have the 
following powers: To establish, erect, 
maintain aad regulate houses of ref- 
nge and correction, workhouses, sta- 
tion houses and prisons and farm 
schools; to license and regulate the 
use of the streets by persons who use 
vehicles or solicit or transact busi- 
ness thereon; to make the violation 
of ordinances a misdemeanor, and to 
provide for the punishment thereof by 
fine and tmprlsoament- 


Ail municipal corporations shall 


have th« following special poweis: 
To appropriate property for public 
purposes; to regulate sie use of the 
streets: to levy and to collect taxes; 
to levy and collect special assess- 
ments; to borrow money; to maintain 
and protect a sinking fund; to hold 
and dispose of property. 


All municipal corporations shall 


have power to appropriate, enter

the resolution* the administration of 
President Roosevelt is indorsed and 
fcis renomlnation In 1904 Is urged.
